HOW TO DISTRIBUTE OHA1UTY. 


In a paper ou "The Problem of Pauper- 


ism in New York aud Brooklyn," read yes- 
terday by Mr. Setb Low before the Confer- 
ence of Charities at Chicago, he presented
